YOUNG CRIMINALS 


Some distressing facts are 


contained in statistics com- 
piled from fingerprint cards 
in the files of the Ignited 
States bureau of investiga- 
tion. The wide prevalence 
of crime among youths is 
the most shocking revela- 
tion. 


According to the statis- 


tics, one out of every five 
criminals whose record is 
in the bureau is under 21 
years of age. Youths of 19 
exceed in number those of 
any other age group in ar- 
rests during the first quarter 
of the present year. 


The most crime charged 


to youths was theft of auto- 
mobiles. Of the total of per- 
sons arrested on this charge, 
45.8 were of persons under 
21 years of age. Arrests for 
burglary showed that 38.8 
per cent were boys in their 
teens. 


One saving feature of. the 


statistics was the compara- 
tively "small number of wo- 
men arrested. Only 6.5 per 
cent were females.

The King'g Crown Rights 


Jesus accepted > the role of king, 
the kind long prophesied and ex- 
pected. He whose talk had been 
so much of the Kingdom, knew 
Himself to be its king. That is the 
lesson of this Lesson. In the king- 
ship of Christ lies the hope of so- 
ciety. All lesser rulers and dicta- 
tors should be subordinate to his 
sway; for that rule is Christ's 
right and man's hope. 


That Jerusalem crowd, drenched 


in the emotionalism of Passover 
fervor, thought that Jesus was 
headed for the throne of His fath- 
ers; whereas He was proceeding 
straight to the cross of His Father, 
which stands above all thrones.

In the light of His con- 
duct ion this day, it seems as if 
our modern Christianity has be- 
come! emasculated; our blood has 
beei§ watered thin.

COURTOF APPEALS 


HAD BEEN CONVICTED OF 
EXTORTION IN CONNECTION 


WITH FEE COLLECTION 


AUSTIN, May 10.—(£•)—A. 
J. 


Remmcrt and Clint D. Lewis, for- 
mer sheriffs of Austin and Burle- 
son 
countes, 
respectively, 
who 
were convicted of extortion in con- 
nection with the collection of fees 
in office, won their appeals before 
the court Bf criminal appeals to- 
day 


Remmert has been sentenced to 
two years and Lews to three years. 


The judgment against Remmert 
was reversed and the prosecution 
ordered dismissed. The appellate 
court held that in his case 
the 


ndictment failed to define an of- 
ense with "sufficient certainty and 
definiteness." 


The Lewis verdict was reversed 
jecause the court did not properly 
define "wilfully" in his charge to 
he jury, the appellate court noted. 


The case was ordered retried. 
Remmert and Lewis were two 
of a number of Texas 
sheriffs 


>rosecuted for extortion alleged to 
have been practiced in connection 
with fees of their offices. 
The 
charges were brought after an in- 
vestigation of workings of the fee 
system by a joint committee of 
members of the Texas senate and 
house of representatives.
